The plaintiff sued the father of'the 


boy for damages, .alleging that a city 
ordinance allowed no "wheels" on the 
street The father got down to cases 
and dug up an old law that permitted 
all vehicles right of way alike. It was 
a clash between the charter law that 
had never been repealed and the new- j 
er city ordinance.

After that council got busy and did ' 


some needed house-cleaning which 
should be done in all cities. Our legal 
cities are full of outmodel laws that 
constantly conflict with newer ones. 


Defying Danger

Play In Safety 


Wo are all sorry for children who 


have no place to piny. But sidewalks 
are safer than streets. The trouble 
here is that in many cities bicycles, 
wagons and scooters are not allowed 
en -pavements either. Then what? It 
is best to move someplace where the 
children can exercise in safety. 


There is little gained in letting chil- 


dren take risks just to satisfy a par- 
ent's resentment against conditions. 
The grudge against the car-owner by 
the person without one is perhaps 
natural, but it is useless. And it is 
criminal when children- are used as a 
dare, like chips on the 
proverbial 


shoulder.

Who'Is (lie Head of a Family 


A taxpayer, though single, who sup- 


ports and maintains in one house- 
hold one or wore individuals who are 
closely connected with him by blood 
relationship, relationship by marriage, 
or by adoption, and whose right to 
exercise family control and provide 
for these dependent individuals is 
based upon some moral or legal obli- 
gation, is Ihe head of a family, and 
entitled to tho same exemption aK 
lowed a married person—$2,500. AU 
so he may claim f ?400 credit for each 
dependent. For 
example, a widow1 


who suporls in one household an aged 
mother and a daughter 17 years old 
is entitled to an exemption of $2.500 
as the head of a family, plus a credit 
of $'(00 for each dependent, a total of 
$S,300. The $400 credit, however, docs 
not apply to the wife or husband of 
a taxpayer, though one may be total- 
ly dependent upon the other. 


Several factors arc involved in de- 


termining whether a person who files 
a return as the head of a family is 
to be thus classified. The element of 
cither legal or financial dependency 
mus.1 exist. A taxpayer who supports 
in his home minor children 
over 


whom he exercises family control is 
classified as Ihe head of a family, 
even though the children may have 
an income of their own sufficient for 
their maintenance. If he does not 
support them, by reason of their own 
income, but does exercise family con- 
trol, he cannot be classified as the 
head of a family. 


If an individual supported is an 


adult and there rests upon the tax- 
payer a moral or legal obligation _ to 
provide a home and care for such in- 
dividual, the exemption as head of a 
family is allowed, provided the in- 
dividual is financially dependent. If 
the individual is not financially de- 
pendent, the exemption, even though 
the taxpayer maintains the common 
home and furnishes the chief support, 
docs not apply. 


For income-tax purposes there can 


be only one head of a family and the 
exemption cannot be divided. Not 
infrequently claims for the $2,500 ex- 
emption are received 
from two or 


more members of a family. 


It should bo remembered that a 


single person, whether or not the head 
of a family, i.s required to filo a re- 
turn if his or her net income for 1933 
was $1,000 or more, 
regardless of 


whether the return i.s notaxablc by 
reason of the $2,500 exemption.

But Cincinnati was bad—some stu- 


dents called it the worst-governed 
city in tho country. Certainly it was 
bad enough.
